tion throughout the United States of

Pre-emption, 
Timber 
Culture 


and Desert Land Acts, and to deny to 
the citizen s of the United Stutes their 
rights under said acts.

Judiciary Committee yesterday, and it 
is now hoped that the discussion of the 
bill will be conclude'! ut the next ses- 
sion of the committee. With the excep- 
tion of Chairman Tucker, the Southern 
members of the committee are firmly op- 
posed to the bill on constitutional 
grounds, and important concessions 
have been made to them, one of which 
•was the striking out of the sections of 
the bill as it came from the Senate crea- 
ting United States Trustees to take 
charge of the property of the Mormon 
Church. 
The concessions, however, 


have not secured the support of three 
members. The bill has been amended 
in a way which it is hoped will »ake it 
more effective and reduce to a minimum 
the chances of escape of recalcitrant 
pelygamists from punishment through 
legal quibbles. 


The W«U<llD|f Curds. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—About a thou- 


sand cards announcing the marriage of 
the President were sent out from the 
White House to-day by mail, measen- 
gera and otherwise. The card* were 
exceedingly plain and simple, engraved 
in heavy lines on full sheets of the fin- 
est notepaper. They are as follows: 
"Mr. Grover Cleveland, Miss Frances 
Folsom; married on Wednesday Jnne 
2d^l886. Executive Mansion, Wash- 
ngton, D. C." These announcements 
were sent to members cf the Cabinet, 
Justices of the Supreme Court, Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congressi 
Diplomatic Coips, the Lieutenant Gen- 
eral of the Army, the Admiral of the 
Navy, and other officers iu Washington 
and to the personal friends of the Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Cleveland in Albany 
and Buffalo. 


Tha Sacramento Bee says: 
By order of Commissioner Sparks of 


the General Land Ofnce, all applica- 
tions to enter public lands under the 
Pre-emption, Timber Culture, or Desert 
Land lawa, will be suspended until 
August 1st, pending action of Congress 
upon bills now before that body lor the 
repeal of those laws. This order does 
not apply to applications tinder Ihe 
Homestead Act, which is not likely to 
be dinturbed by Congress. But it is 
probable that Pre-emption, Desert Land 
and Timber Culture entries will be abol- 
ished, thus putting a stop to land-grab- 
bing by means of frandolent devices 
well-known in California. The Horne- 
etead law, as the Bee has often con- 
Unded, is sufficient to provide for the 
nctual settlement of the public domain. 
It gives to every actual settler 160 acres 
of land, free of charge, save » trifling 
sum in fees. To every person who goes 
upon Government land with an honest 
intention to become a permanent set- 
tler, the Homestead law is, by all means, 
the most advantageous fo make his fil- 
ing under. And, in view of the late or- 
der by Commissioner Sparks, it may be 
well to warn intending settlers that 
Homestead filings are the only ones 
,likely to be approved in future. 
Bat 


those who had made filings previous to 
the issuance of the order, which is dated 
Jnne 2d, need not be apprehensive that 
their applications will be denied. All 
existing ilinga under th« old law* will 
doubtless be confirmed, wherever those 
filings were made in good faith and the 
requirements of the old laws shall have 
been complied witb, 


It has hitherto been the practice to al- 


low settlers under the Homestead law to 
make what is called a, "cash commuta- 
tion," which is, in effect, equivalent to 
converting a | Homestead claim into (a 
Pre-emption. Thus, alter a residence 
of six months upon a Homestead claim, 
and some cultivation of the soil, tbeaet- 
Her could pay for the land as under the 
Pre-emption law, and at once obtain a 
patent. This obviated the five years' 
residence upon the land, which the 
Homestead law requires. But under 
the present stringent administration of 
the Land Office, it is probable that 
"coinmniutation" will be abolished. 
Commissioner Sparka has been revers- 
ing the previous practice of the Depart- 
ment iu many respects. 
Homestead 


settlers must expect to wait five years 
for title hereafter.
